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ROD TAYLOR almost lost his life 
filming his latest movie in Sydney. 

During one of his scenes in On The 
Run, real bullets instead of blanks were 
fired at Taylor's head. They missed him 
by only a few centimetres. 

"| just managed to duck in time, 
otherwise it would have been a very nas- 
ty accident,’’ Taylor said. 

During the 30 years Taylor has been 
acting, he's had broken noses and crack- 
ed ribs from fight scenes, but this is the 
first time he's come close to death. |. 

In On The Run, 51-year-old Taylor, 
who was a guest presenter at this year's 
Logies, plays a professional killer. 

It is the first time he's played a hit- 
man; normally he plays the tough-guy 
hero. 

Of John Payatte, the character he 
plays in the film, Taylor says: ‘‘To his 
neighbors he's a respected gentleman 
farmer. He's well educated and speaks 
several languages. But he's also a cold, 
ruthless contract killer, who receives 
$300,000 for each hit.” 

The movie also stars Paul Winfield as 
Harry, the black man who works for 
Payatte. Winfield is best known for his 
portrayal of Martin Luther King in the 
series King. 

The youngest-ever TV WEEK Logie 
winner, Beau Cox, also has a starring 
role. 

The 10- -year- -old actor plays Taylor's 
nephew, who is forced to live with the 
hit-man when his mother dies. 

Taylor says this movie makes him feel 
young again. ''I seem to be doing all the 


outrageous stunts I used to do when I was * 


20 years younger.” 


Just last week Taylor was hanging off a 
helicopter in the Blue Mountains and tak- 
ing part in high speed car chases. 

It's been five years since the actor was 
last in Australia, and he feels the country 
has developed for the better. 

“The restaurants are unbelievable and 
the film industry is booming. Once you 


had to leave the country if you wanted to. 


get ahead; now you don’t.’ 

He's even thinking of buying a proper- 
ty in either Sydney or Melbourne. But at 
present, home for Taylor is a Spanish- 
style mansion in Beverly Hills. 

It'S a home befitting a star. It has a 
billiards room, a workshop in which 
Taylor makes his own furniture, a pro- 
jection room for screening movies, a kit- 
chen which is a replica of an old English 
pub and a swimming pool. 

When not working on a film, Taylor 
enjoys cooking, playing tennis and 
building his ranch-style house on his 
country property, 320 kilometres outside 
Los Angeles. 

"I bought the land a few years ago 
when it was cheap. I've cleared the land 
and I’ m in the final stages of finishing the 
house,'' he said. T m also building a cor- 
ral for my horses.’ 

Taylor said he’s enjoying his visit to 
Australia this time. In previous years the 
media has given him a difficult time.

MAN WE WON'T FORGET 


FOR SOMEONE to spend nine years 
in the same role on television is play- 
ing with fire. 

Familiarity sometimes breeds 
tempt — especially on the tube. 

But for Harry H. Corbett, who died 
unexpectedly last month in England, at 
age 57, instant recognition made him a 
television superstar. 

For those nine years Corbett spent as 
Harold Steptoe, the frustrated rag-and- 
bone man in the BBC-TV series Steptoe 
And Son, he became a household name. 

Steptoe And Son was created in the 
` early Sixties by scriptwriters Ray Galton 
and Alan Simpson for a BBC-TV program 
called Comedy Playhouse. : | 

By 1970, its weekly audience was 
estimated at 21 million in Britain alone. 

Corbett remembered buying his first 
car just to escape the autograph-hunters 
on the London Underground. 


con- 
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A renowned stage and Shakespearean 
actor, Corbett was never far away from 
the theatre. | 

In films during the Fifties, he was first 
cast as a tough guy and villain. | 

Among his films were Rattle Of A Sim- 


ple Man, Joey Boy and The Bargee. 


After appearing in the African film 
Sammy Going South, made in 1963, Cor- 
bett was offered the role of Harold Step- 


toe. |

But it was not an easy decision for him 
to make. He had made Sammy Going 


South with Edward G. Robinson, and had 


impressed the Hollywood great. 
Corbett was offered the chance of a 
career in America as a character actor. 


But he chose to stay in England and. as 
the history of television will show, went 
on to become one of the most popular ac- 


tors in the Commonwealth. 


Born in Burma, the son of a soldier, 
Corbett was sent to England at the age of 
three after his mother died. 

After various jobs, including two years 
as a royal marine during World War TI, 
Corbett turned to acting in 1948, first in 
Manchester and then London. 

His love of acting dominated his life 
and it was not until 1977 that he and co- 
star Wilfrid Brambell finally laid Step- 
toe And Son to rest. 

Corbett's workload eased after he suf- 
fered a heart attack in 1978. 

When asked his life's ambition 10 years 
ago he replied: ‘‘I want to die at 90 with a 
jealous wife.'' ۱

ABC executives hope the 
delayed productions will get
